Station a few days ago, in spotless uniforms and 
caps as white as the snow on the summit of 
Mt. McKinley, are stripped to the waist today, 
‘and are moiling and toiling and broiling on board 
the monitor Amphitrite, which. they are bringing 
from New Orleans to St. Louis. 

These-brave and handsome lads, just as pulchri- 
tudfnous as they make ’em: anywhere, are the 
Naval Reserves of Missouri. -Some of them are 
from Kansas City, but most of.them adorn the 
streets of this beloved city of St. Louis when 
they are not out training to put the dreadnaughts 
of other countries out of business, should any 
of them, in an evil hour, ever have the effrontery 
and foolhardiness to attack us while the Naval 
Reserves of Missouri are alive and on deck. 
The Horrors of Peace—Is 

Shoveling Coal on a Ship. 

GAT the mighty gunners of the Amphi- 

trite would do to the battleships of a 

foreign power, should they steam up 

the river and try to shoot holes through the city 

hall and wring more tears from the lachrymose 

Jep Howe—but no! The horrors of peace are bad 

enough; why should we contemplate the terrors 
of war? 

The reserves arrived in New Orleans at noon 
Thursday and almost immediately - crossed the 
_ fiver to Algiers, where the monitor was docked, 

and took possession of her. The 60 sailors who 
“had brought her around from the Norfolk navy 


yard gave way to the handsome throng of citizen- 
, sailors from Missouri. Within an hour they were 


wrestling with several hundred fons of coal to 
be used on the trip up the river. The lovely 





white uniforms they wore had been discarded for” 


more serviceable garments; and sweat was rolling 
in streams down the sylph-like forms which had 
but so lately graced the streets of St. Louis, 
delighting the eyes of less fortunate men and giv- 
ing the ladies a continuous treat. 

The monitor started for St. Louis yesterday 
afternoon, and if—mniind you, IF—nothing happens 
to prevent, she should arrive here Friday, Aug. 8:

to sweep them from the deck like so many icicles, 
as Henry Wadsworth Longfellow might say, if 
that good old bard were only here to say it.

At Bunset a test is made of all the electric 
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1.2 feet in 24 hdurs. It fell.2 feet the day 
before. It {is falling right along, because the 
little rain in the upper valley has already run 
out.

The question is, if the Amphitrite draws 13 feet

Put her on roller skates? Hire a 20-mule team 
to pull her along like a canal boat? Put greased 
skids under her and let her slide along? Get a 
dredgeboat to dig a path for her, or let her 
plow her way through the mud? Build a rail- 
road track for her and get an engine to pull her 
through? Or will the 116 gallant Naval Reserves 
go ashore, grab hold of her cable and yank her 
merrily upstream 250 miles from Cairo? 

Something like this will have to be done, ac- 
cording to the present outlook, for St. Louis sim- 
ply cannot afford to miss seeing those handsome 
home-bred tars doing warlike stunts on board a 
real scourge of the seas. 

Furthermore, the Amphitrite ought to be both 
willing and able to respond to any suggestion of 
an aquatic nature, for was not the beautiful Am- 
phitrite, for whom the monitor was named, the 
wife of bewhiskered old Neptune, king of the 
ocean and ruler of the raging main? : 

“Will the Amphitrite be able to reach: St. 
Louis?” was a question asked by the Post-Dis- 
patch of the Harbor Commissioner’s effice.

APT. LEYHE said: “There is nearly a)- 
C: ways a fair stage of water in-front of St. 
Louis in July, as the record since 1899 
shows. The lowest stage, until this year, was 
13.1 feet, July 26, 1900... The next lowest was 14.1 
feet, July 1, 1901. The highest stage recorde@? 
during that time was 35.5 feet, July 1, 1909. In 
other years it ranged from 23 to 31 feet.

judging, it seems probable thatthe monitor will 
ha able.to make it upstream. But, of .course, It 
all depends fipon the state of the weather. IH 
we have plenty of rain, the Amphitrite is sure 
to get here; if the rest of the month is dry and 
the river keeps falling, she will never be able to 
make it. Whatever comes, she is sure to get as 
far as Cairo. There has been plenty of rain in 
the Ohio River Valley, and there is now about 
30 feet in that vicinity. Besides, the channel is 
good there, both on the Illinois and the Missouri 
sides” 

Capt. Massengale said: “Of course there is some _ 
doubt that the monitor will reach St. Louis, be- 
cause the present summer has been unusually: dry. 


There has been very little rain in the upper Mis- 


sissippi-Valley, but if the next two wees are 
anything like normal she will reach here all 
right. 

“Bven if the monitor should strike a sandbar, 
it would be easy enough for her to summon a 
Government dredgeboat from almost any point be- 
tween St. Louis and Cairo and have her dig a 
path. It would be no trick at all for a dredge- 
boat to go ahead of the monitor and plow a 
path three feet deep for her. 

“Another thing must be remembered. When 
the government gauge at St. Louis shows, say, 
10 feet, this does not mean that there is actually 
only 10 feet of water in the river. There is usu- 
ally about five feet more than the gauge shows. 
Therefore, if there is still 10 feet on the gauge 12 
days from now, when the monitor is due here, 
she will have 15 feet to sail in, and, as she draws 
only 13 feet 6 inches, everything will be lovely.” 

River men account for the present unusually 
low stage of the river by saying that a whole 
month of unseasonably hot weather in March, 
with very little rain, melted the snows in the 
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M pers may.-not.-understand exactly 
what it means. It is thus explained by Capt. 
John E. Masséngale, traffic manager of the 
St. Louis and Tennessee River Packet) Co.: 
“When any number—say 10—appears on 
the Government gauge on the river front to 
indicate the stage of the river, thie does not 
mean that there {s actually only 10 feet of 
water at this point. | ee : 
“This gauge is an arbitrary standard es- 
tablished, by the Government, at the direc- 
tion of the Weather Bureau, and means that 
the water in the river at any given time is 
measured from the lowest stage which was 
ever recorded by the Government. ap > 
“At all times there is about five feet.more 
water in the river than is shown ‘on- the 
gauge. As a matter of fact, I have seen the 
water in the river six inches below the so- 
called lowest point. 
“If the monitor Amphitrite finds only 10 
feet on the gauge when she arrives here, she 
will have no difficulty in getting along, as 
there will be practically 15 feet of water, 
whereas she draws only 13 feet 6 inches.”

Henry Gellert in Hymn Is to 
Tell Immigrants of Mis- 
sguri’s Charms. 


MULE IS LEFT OUT 


Verses Only Recite Advan- 
tages of the Soil and 
Cheapness of Farms. 


Caroling a hymn in praise of the 
Ozarks, Henry Gellert, who speaks five 
tongues fluently and can say howdy-do 
in as many more, is to welcome immi- 
grants and endeavor to persuade them 
of the superior advadtages of Missouri 
over all other states In the Unjon as a 
piace to live. 

Gellert has just been selected to rep- 
resent Missouri at the water’s edge. 
The Federal Government permits each 
state to maintain a representative at 
Ellis Island, but at present only three 
are doing it. The representative wears 
A en uniform with the 
name of his Btate across his cap, and 
he has the privilege of boarding in- 
bound ships so as to get an early start 
with his arguments. 

Gellert’s hymn fs cared “At Home in 
the -Ozarks,”’ and is in five stanzas. It 
is set to the tune of ‘My Country, ’™ 
6f Thee,’ because that is a tune nearly 
every foreigner learns. before he comes 
to this. country, Gellert says. 

As yet the song has been written only 
in German, but Gellert expects later 
to translate it into English and Polish 
and Bohemian and French verse. His 
granduncle was a poet widely known 
among German-speaking peoples, and he 
has inherited a fondness for meter and 
rhyme. 

Missouri Mule Left Out. 

The Missouri mule,. which lacks some 
of those qualities which go to inspire 
the fine frenzy of poetic outbursts, is 
ignored in Géallert’s song. But the 
“cattle, fruit and vine’’ receive their 
meed of praise, as being suitable to the 
purposes of his name, and as appeal- 
ing to the understanding of the immi- 
grants. Roughly translated into En- 
glish (without an attempt at versifica- 
tion by the author) two of the stanzas 
follow:

Mast-high waves of enthusiasm 
ate expected to surge up when the 
immigrants hear this song. Immi- 
gration Commissioner Curran antici- 
pates that after a while they will be 
running special trains to bear the 
traffic. Thifty Germans and hardy 
Swiss and resourceful Frenchmen 
and patriotic Poles, and sturdy Brit- 
ishers, and Bohemlansa, learned in the 
lore of the soil, and then some, are 
expected to flock Missouriward, in- 
spired by Gellert’s tenor and lured 
by the call of the Imperial State. 

Gellert speaks Latin and he will 
therefore be able to make himeelf 
understood to visiting Italians and 


Spaniards. . 
Born in Germany. 

Gelert speaks Latin and he will 
ie highly educated. He came to the 
United States 40 years ago, and has 
spent the last 85 years in colonizing, 
mostiy along the Frisco lines, His 
Jast work was to establish the An- 
glo-Swiss colony at Brandsville, in 
Howell County, Mo. 


Samuel A. Hughes, general immi- 


gration agent for the Frisco, was the 
first man to awakefi to the fact that 
Missouri had no representative at 
EMis Island, and might just as well 
have one. He told Gov. Hadley about 
it, and Gov. Hadley had a talk with 
Curran. Hughes recommended Gel- 
lert forthe place. Curran seconded 
thé nomination, and so it was settled. 

The law does not provide a salary 
for Gellert, but Curran expects to 
et a Dill through the next legisla- 
ure. remedying this. In the mean- 
time, Gellert will work on commis- 
sions from land companies and prop- 
erty owners, whose acres are sold to 
the immigrants Gellert directs hither. 


That is the way he has done hi 
colonizing heretofore. : 


Wilt Not Favor Frisco, 
_ Although the Frisco practically ob- 
taiped the place for Gellert, he says 
he wil} not favor that road in ad- 
vising immigrants adout where to 
pettie in Missourl. He proposes to be 


impartial about that, he says.

strictly adcording to schedule.” He arises 
in the morning at 6:45. Odt in the sta- 
bles, which are 300 yards or so from the 
Taft cottage, a room has been fitted up 
as a gymnasium. The fittings are a 
padded floor, a set of boxing gloves, a 
medicine ball and a bucket. 
Half Hour of Roughing It. 

Here the President finds Dr. George 
W. Barker waiting for him, and togeth- 
er they whirl through a half hour with 
the big gloves and the heavy medivine 
ball. Dr. Barker has promised to sub- 
tract 2 pounds from the Presi. 
dent’s total avordupois before the ter- 
mination of his vacation and in order 
to accomplish that result the work in 
the improvised gymnasium is anything 
but gentle. This half hour ‘s probabiy 
the least enjoyable and surely the most 
beneficial of President Taft’s day. 


After finishing with the gloves and 


| medicine ball the President walks brisk- 


iy to the cottage where a cold shower 
and a vigorous rub-down at the hands 
of Dr. Barker await him. 


Breakfast time in the Taft cottage Is 
8 o’clock, from which hour on every- 
thing moves in a dignified. leisurely 
manner. The presidentia! appetite 
leaves little to be desired and when the 
fast is properly shattered preparations 
are made for the journey to the golf 
links. 


With President Taft in the big steam- 
er and the Secret Service machine 
closely following, the trip over the 
frape-vine road is made from the cot- 
tage to the Myopia Hunt Ciub grounds, 
which are something near five miles 
away. When fellow travelers along the 
road recognize the distinguished occu- 
pant of the first automobile they salute 
him with bared head. Most of them pass 
by, however, without secing him at all. 


Buys Tease Secret Service Men. 
Everywhere through the village 
streets and along the rura! roads when 
we passed jittle hoys they would firsi 
wave their hand toward the President. 
and then, roguishly, up would go the 
first finger as the ‘service machine 
whizzed by. ‘Secret service man L. C. 
Wheeler, told me that they had started 
the urchins doing this pantomime last 
year and that now it had spread 
through the whole community of young 
America. 


By this time we have arrived at 
the Myopia links and President Taft 
is shaking the hand of his opponent 
for the morning’s game, Judge Rob- 
ert Grant, lawyer and. novelist, of 
Boston. 


After a half hour in the clubhouse 
the President came out appropriate- 
ly geared for the fray. Play was be- 
gun about half-past nine. It was a 
perfect day for golf. The sky was 
gray, but not threatening and the 
beautiful hills and valleys of My- 
opia were keyed in soft greens, grays 
and purples. The Myopia links are 
extremely ploturesque and at the 
same time the most difficult to play 
over of all courses in America. Pres- 
ident Taft won the toss and elected 
to tee off after Judge Grant. Both 
drives were fair though no records 
‘went by the board on their play to 
the cup. Judge Grant won this hole, 
score: six strokes for the President 
to five for Judge Grant. The next 
hole was also won by Judge Grant, 
seven to eight, which was not bogey 
by any means. The next hole was 
halved seven. The next was won by 
the; President. In this manner it see- 
sawed back and forth during the en- 
tire game, first one player getting 
into difficulties, then the other, 


President Shows Annoyance. 

There was plenty of slicing, pull- 
ing, toping, sclaffing and there were 
occasions when the celebrated Taft 
smile quite disappeared, an expres- 
sion of mild disgust and annoyance 
taking its place. Notably, once, when 
the President’s ball rolled into a deep 
sand trap and seven strokes were re- 
quired to get the obstinate ‘sphere 
back upon the fair green. But on 
this day President Taft was quite off 
his game, which calamity at times 
will be visited upon the best of play- 
ers. Judge Grant won the game, one 
up, and with a final score that 1 
promised not to divulge. 


I should say that, while the President 
does net take his golf overseriously, he 
thoroughly enjoys playing the game. 
Certainly during the two and. one-half 
or three hours required to go over the 
four and a half mile course the presi- 
dential mind is relieved of the multitu- 
dinoug cares, worries and responsibili- 
tles imposed upon him almost every 
other hour of the day. 


After the game is over he goes to the 
tlubhouse, indulges in the luxury of a 
shower bath, talks briefly to friends 
gathered on the veranda, and then home 
to luncheon in his machine, with the 
secret service automobile following 
closely behind. This business of at- 
tending the chief executive's steamer 
is called “dusting to center’ by the 
service men, and surely some dust 
does sift over the faithful occupants of 
that second machine. 


One Hour for Family, 

The lunch hour belongs usually to 
}irs. Taft and the family. Important 
business of the Government then en- 
gages his attention. Secretary Norton, 
carefully eliminating the unessentials, 
has presented it to his chief in its most 
concrete form. Even so, three hours or 
more of each day are required for its 
consideration and disposal. By the time 
this is done the clans have begun to 
foregather on the wide porch of tne 
President’s cottage. Beneath a great 
elm tree on the lawn the newspaper 
correspondents are draped in various 
loose forms seeking to surprise the un- 
wary pligrim emerging from the inner 
shrine. The business of news gathering 
on the President's vacation is, as a 
rule, @ very Gull occupation, and every 
man to whom President Taft grants 
an audience is foréed to run the gant- 
let of the closest scrutiny by thesé gen- 
tlernen of the Argus eyes. If there are 
potentialities in the way of news, the 
unfortunate is turned upside, inside out, 
and sent upon. way, flustered, but 
rejoicing. ;

Against her has arisen the anger of 
men who wear diamonds and broad- 
cloth and live easy lives on the earn- 
ings of these unfortunates, whom, in 
a number of cases, they brought here 
from other cities and from other 
lands. 

Since the recent arrest during the 
past week of Minnie Rosenbaum, Lena 
Lipsky and Rosie Cohen, dwellers in 
disorderly houses on Valentine street, 
threats against the life of the Goy- 
ernment’s aid have been frequent. A 
few days ago a flashily dressed man 
paused in the door of the little tailor 
shop on North Ninth street, where 
she earns her daily bread, long enough 
to say to her: . 

“Tf you don’t let us alone, we'll put 
you off watch one of these days.”’ 

Keeps Vice Agents in Check, 

But for her activity, these men might 
before now have succeeded in building 
up in St. Louis a flourishing vice ex- 
change. In spite of her, they have suc- 
ceeded in making their trade lucrative 
within a narrow circle, and in escaping 
the law. 

In this they have been favored, Fed- 
eral officers say, by court decisions 
which exempt them from the vagrancy 
law. So long as one of them can show 
a dollar bill, or point to a place where 
he has slept for two or three successive 
nights, the police courts cannot deal 
with him, and the rock file is deprived 
of his services. In other states the po- 
lice are not thus helpless. The Illinois 
vagrancy law, upheld by the courts as a 
discretionary weapon of the police, has 
been used in an effective campaign 
against such parasites in Chicago. 

Circumstances have thus tended to 
make St. Louis a convenient center for 
a “white slave” traffic. The check on 
this tendency has been furnished by the 
Federal authorities, aided: by the keen, 
thoroughly informed tailoress of the 
Ghetto. 

The men, a group varying in number 
from eight to a dozen, under the lead- 
ership of a so-called “‘king,’’ live in the 
Ghetto district, north of Franklin ave- 
nue and west of Ninth street. 

One Has Pelitician Relative. 

They spend as little time as possible 
in the Valentine street neighborhood, 
where their victims are placed. A city 
ordinance forbids men to reside in such 
houses, and they are careful not to in- 
fringe on this regulation, although their 
living comes from the places. One of 
the men is a politician, and the brother 
ot a more prominent politician. His in- 
fluence is supposed to have helped the 
syndicate to escape too close scruliny 
by the police. 

The Valentine street houses, between 
Second and Third streets, are in a 
district remote from the Ghetto. It is 
a district of men’s lodging houses of 
the cheapest character, and is the home 

hundreds of Greeks and Syrians. 
se are frequent patrons of the es- 
ishments, whose entire revenue goes 

@® the pockets of the “syndicate.’’ 

To bring a woman into the United 
States for unlawful purposes is a felony, 
punishable in a citizen by imprisonment, 
in an alien by deportation. But al- 
though these men are believed to have 
been repeatedly guilty of this offense, 
they are protected by the silence of 
their victims. 

“Without exception,’’ said Inspector 
Dunn to a Post-Dispatch ‘reporter, 
“these women have shown that they 
would rather be deported than- to ‘tell’ 
on the men. In some cases they are 
afraid to talk, in some cases they are 
fond of the men, and the men seem to 
realize that they can depend on the 
women to keep silent. We have been 
ready to grant immunity, but have not 
been able to induce any of the women 
to talk.’’ 


City Used as Clearing House. 
The cloak of marriage was used, tn 


some cases, a8 a means of bringing 
in the women. Once arrived here, 
they were at once placed in the 
Valentine street houses. In some 
cases, when too many were brought 
to St. Louis at once, a few were sent 
to other places. The Government of- 
ficers have information showing that 
women, natives of Russia, were sent 
from St. Louls to Oklahoma City and 
to Indianapolis. One of the women 
was brought here from South Africa 
by a member of the syndicate fe- 
cently. Others are from the jarger 
cities of Russia. Few speak English. 
Each of the men tn the syndicatd 
receives the total earnings of one or 
more of the women. The pockets of 
the “king” serve as a clearing house 
for the receipts of eight of these un- 
fortunates. As a return, the men sup- 
ply the women with food and shelter, 
and with the meager dresses, hardly 
reaching to their knees, in which 
they sit around the Valentine street 
houses. The police lately have for-+

A bad habit-grows. The bad habit here indi- 
cated had small beginning.

In this way we have the President’s yacht and 
the Secretary’s yacht without a line of law and 
with no warrant whatever except a bad prece~ 
dent, The theory that the President as com- 
mander-in-chief may do as he pleases with public 
property does not apply, and in any case it can- 
not be pleaded in-behalf of the Secretary. The 
extraordinary powers ofthe commander-in-chief 
are not active in time of peace. If they were we 
should have a military despot instead of a con- 
stitutional magistrate. 

In recent years Congress has been persuaded 
with difficulty to appropriate $25,000 a year for 
presidential traveling expenses. What would it 
have said to a proposition to authorize the addi- 
tional expenditure for the same purpose of almost 
$300,000 a year as above? 

These vessela are not employed in public serv- 
ice. They are on call at Northern summer ré- 
sorts in the summer. They cruise in sub-tropical 
seas in the winter. They meet favored relatives 
and friends at quarantine. They furnish a de- 
lightful means of entertainment for visitors who 
have wearied of the land.

If these practices are legitimate, Congress need 
not concern itself at all with the question of the 
President’s compensation and expenses. If he 
may appropriate war vessels to his use, he may 
raid the treasury, seize public property wherever 
found and commandeer supplies and service at 
will. Every specific appropriation will be made 
subject to his. caprice. “The republic?” he may 
sometime exclaim. “I am the republic!” 

There will be no effective check to extravagance 
and waste at Washington while such examples 
are set in high places. There will be no scrupu- 
lous regard for law in official circles while chief 
magistrates themselves disregard it.

A GERMAN BUGABOO. 

A German authority on European economic 
problems as affected by conditions in the Orient 
is quoted as saying that, while the new agree- 
ment between Russia and Japan promises a pro- 
longed peace and is therefore beneficial to the 
trade of the world, yet “over and against this 
gain is the precipitation of political and economic 
consequences of an altogether perilous character.” 

The philosophy embodied in the statement is 
as old as man and as popular as current proverbs. 
It grows out of a belief that what injures one 
man will benefit another, and what benefits him 
wil] injure the other. There are many Americans 
who believe a war in Europe would benefit Amer- 
ica, just as this eminent authority believes that 
peace between Japan and Russia is going to stim- 
ulate Oriental industries and economics to the 
injury of Europe. : 

Fortunately, the growing good of the world is 
dependent upon laws much deeper than that 
philosophy. In the long run, whatever of peace 
ful industry adds to the welfare of any part of 
& community benefits the whole community. And 
In that respect all the world is a community. 
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Roosevelt has given out that he will take no 
part in the local politics of any State except New 
York, but he has another say coming.

‘DR. GLADDEN’S MUNICIPAL CHURCH. 

In the August Century, Dr. Washington Glad- 
den pleads for what he calls the Municipal’ 
Church, meaning thereby an extension of the 
work of the church in the direction of social 
service, especially the care of the sick and the 
poor. Dr. Gladden says that, in the beginning, 
the church did this work in every city, town and 
hamlet where it was- organized, but that when 
church and state became separate bodies the 
church handed over to the community the care 
of the poor and sick. He is, of course, referring 
to Reformation times, because the Catholic 
Church has never relinquished such work as it 
always did on philanthropic lines. Nor have the 
Protestant churches abandoned the sick and the 
poor, while the splendid work done by Jewish 
religious bodies in behalf of the unfortunate of 
their faith is well known. 

But what Dr. Gladden has in. mind is that the 
religious organizations ought to assume the en- 
tire task of philanthropy. The Municipal Church 
must recover, he said, the function of philan- 
thropic leadership in every community. The loss 


into disuse “is lamentable, almost fatal; it is 
not a mere matter of expediency, it is a question 
of life or dezth.” And he suggests that the vari- 
ous brotherhoocs in tke churches, which some- 
times find it hard to juctify their own existence, 
would form nuclei for such municipal churches. 

The practical carrying out of Dr. Gladden’s 
suggestions will be hampered by the fact that 
the state, represented by the various municipali- 
ties and counties, new “cares for” the destitute 
poor, too often in a manner which is disgraceful 
to civilization. And for the rest, the various or- 
ganized charities, sometimes in connection with 
churches and sometimes independent of them, do 
valuable philanthropic work. Both of these ac- 
tivities, however, are entirely inadequate to stem 
the tide of poverty and misfortune. If Dr. Glad- 
den can induce the religious bodies to put his 
suggestions into practice} we might begin to see 
the dawn of the day of human brotherhood. Dr. 
Gladden’s Municipal Church might shame the au- 
thorities who have charge of hospitals, insane 
asylums and poorhouses and farms in city and 
country into behaving with decency toward the 
unfortunate men, women and children who are 
under their care. That would be a tremendous

BRITAIN’S FOOD SUPPLY. 

British alarmists have ceased to fret over a 
fear that their people may some day be exposed to 
famine. The Royal Agricultural Society has made 
investigation and has found that under the stim- 
ulus of modern demand a considerable wheat crop 
is now harvested every month of the year. 

As published by the London Globe, the list pre- 
pared by the Royal Society runs thus: 

January, Australia. New Zealand, Argentine, 
Chill; February, India; March, India, Upper Egypt; 
April, Mexico, Cuba, Lower Egypt, Syria, Persia, 
Asia Minor; May, North Africa, China, Japan and 
the Southern United States gt America; June, Med- 
iterranean and Seuthern France, Central and East 
Untted States of America south of 40 degrees; July, 
France, Austria-Hungary, Southern Russia, North- 
erm United States of Amerioa, Ontario and Quebec; 
August, England, Belgium, Nethertands and Ger- 
many, East Canada; September, Scotland, Sweden, 
Norway, Russia; October, Finland and Northern 
Russia; November, Peru, South Africa, and Decem- 
ber, Burmah and South Australia. 


In some of the countries named the output of 
wheat is not large, but, as the natives live mainly 
on rice, maize or barley, there is always enough 
to spare some for the British market. The Lon- 
doner gets his food supply impartially from the 
Temperate or the Torrid Zone; from the Old 
World or the new. And the Government puts no 
tariff tax upon it. The British consumer pays no 
tribute to monopoly. In fact, he frequently gets 
American foodstuffs, such as beef, for example, 
cheaper than we get them at home.

THE PRIZE-RING. 
From the London Times. 

The great fight of 1860 lasted for some forty 
rounds before it was stopped by the police. The 
account of the punishment inflicted upon both men 
is no doubt disgusting. Heenan was almost blind 
as he left the ground, and Sayers early in the 
fight lost the use of his right arm. But the un- 
flinching pluck which both exhibited—and especial- 
ly that of Sayers, who in height, weight, strength 
and length of arm was greatly inferior to his 
giant adversary—must extort the admiration of a 
Quaker. Undoubtediy it appeals, and it always, we 
believe, will appeal, to the average man of Brit- 
ish blood. He may recognize, and he does now 
generally recognize, that prize-fighting is brutal 
and that brutality is wrong. But in his heart he 
has a sincere respect for the misplaced valor of 
the bygone heroes of the ring. 

The Reno combat ended in the victory of the ne- 
gro, without affording, it would appear, any great 
display of science or of endurance. A knock- 
out blow in the fifteenth round settled the fate 
of Jeffries, whose right eye had been already 
closd in the sixth round. The fighting seems to 
have been pretty much of the kind which was ex- 
pécted by good judges in this country who knew 
the men. It was, of course, carried on upon a sys- 
tem which has been introduced since the days of 
the prize-ring. The knock-out blow on the end 
ef the chin does not seem to have been known to 


{ Sayers, and the “crouching” and “clinching” which 


played their part in the tactics of the Reno fight 
are largely innovations in their present forms. 

“The modern boxing is in many respects a more 
highly developed art than that followed by the 
“fancy” in the days of our grandfathers. It is 
less revolting to look upon, for the use of the 
gloves lessens the amount of blood spilled and 
prevents the hideous gashes and bruises of the 
ring.

THE STUDY OF THE HAIR. 
Paris Letter to London Telegraph. 

Human hair is now the study of that untiring 
criminal statistician, M. Bertillon, who. invented 
the science of finger-prints. He is engaged in 
drawing up a complete, classified and graduated 
tuble of all the colors of the human hair. He has 
already received specimens from many parts of 
the world, but asks for more and as many as 
people like to send him. A complete palette, so to 
speak, of.the colors of human hair is, in his opin- 
Yon, a long-felt want. When a man is wanted by 
the police in. any country the hue of his hair is 
only vaguely described, and the terms. used have 
no standard meaning. What is called fair. in 
Sicily is considered as dark in Scandinavia, and 
vice versa. 

When he has gathered together a complete col- 
lection of hair from every part of the world, 
M. Bertillon will classify them carefully according 
t> a graduated scale of shades, and then: number 
each. .Thus if he begins at one with the darkest 
raven black, the highest figure will be that of the 
licshtest flaxen known. When the scale is ready 
and has been communicated to the police all over 
the world the description of a man who is wanted 
will mention, for instance, “hair from numbers 27 
to 32,” and the Scandinavian will know as well 
as the Sicilian police what color is meant with a 
fuirly close approximation. Henceforth burglars, 
who already wear gloves when on the job, for fear 
of leaving finger prints, will have to keep their 
heads shaved.

who is now in Paris. has added her contribution 
to the baffling mystery of the fate of “John Orth” 
by giving an interview in which she asserts pos- 
itively hér convittion that the former Austrian 
Archduke is not dead: 

Archduke John Salvator renounted his title and 
imperial privilege and vanished as “John Orth” 


many years ago. The Austrian Government re- 


cently took steps to officially declare him dead. 
The Archduke and Princess Louise were close 
friends in Vienna, finding a tie binding them to- 
gother in their common antipathy to the restric- 
tions and formal! frigidity of court. 

Louise, who at that time was the wife of Prince 
Philip of Saxe-Coburg, gives a graphic picture of 
the missing Archduke just before he left Vienna, 
unable longer to endure the Emperor's exactions. 

“T can see him still,” she sayé6, “small, reserved, 
regarding mankind with suspicion. But I also see 
him: as he was to those who enjoyed his intimacy. 
Often he came toa luncheon or dinner with my 
sister Stephanie (wife of Crown Prince Rudolph). 
Hie was really two men—one bitter, misanthropic 
and ridiculing the pretensions of others; the other 


_ filled with rare qualities, preaching sincerity and 


truth. Often he used to discuss with the unfor- 

tunate Rudolph questions touching Austria’s fu- 

ture. He loved Rudolph; indeed the Crown Prince 

was the only person in Austria he cared about, 

s) there has been no reason why he should write 

to anyone in Austria after Rudolph’'s suicide.” 
New Light on Death. 

“Suleide!” interrupted the interviewer, for by 
the use of that word Louise threw new light on 
a dark Tuystery of’ the Crown Prince’s romantic 
death. 

“Forget the word which escaped me without mj 
wish,’ commanded Princea&s Louise, whose life 
was embittered by the Crown Prince’s tragedy. 
“As I was saying, there remained no reason for 
John Salvator to remind those in Austria of his 
existence, for he despised the money which came 
tu him from the crown. He wishes to live the 
life of a recluse, devoted to study, believing he 
could be of good in the world. 

“He was an excellent musician and gave me a 
song he composed entitled, ‘I remember Thee, 
Marguerite,’ which was the name he afterward 
took for his ship.

“He once thought of being a candidate for the 
throne of Bulgaria, now occupied by my brother- 
in-law Ferdinand. The present Czar was chosen, 
which was always a source of chagrin to John

“Hie Was greatly interested in spiritualism; in 
fact, he turned over his palace in Vienna to a 
medium named Helmbach, much to the scandal 
of Vienna when later Helmbach was proved a 
fraud. The Archduke couldn't stand ridicule so 
he left his native country forever soon after.

The an- 
nouncement was made by John W. 
Barr, president of the trust company, 
after a meeting of the stockholders this 


afternoen. 

While it had been known that Rop- 
ke’s total shortage was in the neigh- 
borhood of a million, it was thought 
that recoveries would reduce it to about 
$800,000 net. The fact that the net ex- 
ceeds a million caused some surprise. 
As substantial recoveries had been 
made on property held by Ropke, the 
gross theft is estimated at a million and 
a half. 

Experts have been at work on 
Ropke’s boeks for some time, and a 
statement covering the affair has been 
promised, but that made by Mr. Barr 
today is the first official announcement 
of the extent of this colossal] defalca- 
tion. President Barr made the an- 
nouncement in a rather roundabout 
way. He told the stockhviders that 
while the capital stock of the company 
is intact, the surplus has been stolen. 
The surplus was $1,140,000. When asked 
if this was the total net shortage, Mr. 
Barr answered: 

“T have said that surplus of the com- 
pany had been stolen.’’ 

Stockholders Will Stand Loss. 
The Fidelity, the largest financial in- 
stitution in Louisville and one of the 
largest fiduciary concerns in the coun- 
try, has stood the blo-v without a trem- 
or. Its directors are among the wealthi- 
est men in Louisville, including severa)] 
millionaires, and when it was realized 
that the defalcation would be around a 
million, they pledged a stock issue to 
make the loss good. No one will lose 
except the stockholders. The institu- 
tion is as strong as ever, the directors 
say. 

That Ropke managed to conceal his 
thefts as long as he did is a remarkable 
feature. It Is beileved he has been rob- 
bing the company for 15 years, his thefts 
datirg almost from the time he entered 
its employ.

Brown and Special Agent Bradley of 
the customs service, at 23 S. Highth 
street. There were seized 88 cans of 
opium,

banded in St. Louis in one month, which 
is said to be a record. 

The second raid was made July 14, 
when Joe Sing, a Chinese, and a ne- 
gro were arrested at 10 N. Fourteenth 
street, charged with making opium.

STOMACH TROUBLES SHOW 
HEAVY INGREASE IN THE 
WEEKLY MORTALITY LIST 


Diseases of the,stomach, grown almost 
epidemic during the coo] weather of the 
last 10 days, were the principal factors 
in last week's mortality. Thirty-one 
deaths were charged to enteritis, gastro- 
enteritis and gastritis and three to oth- 
er forms of the disorder. 

There were but ll deaths from tubhber- 
culosis. That is less than BO per cent 
of the weekly average. Three persons 
died of scarilatina, two of dipththeria, 
one of measies and one of whooping 
cough. 

Only one death from sunstroke wag re- 
ported, but there were five fatal cases 
of pneumonia. 

Suicides for the week were nine—twice 
the number usua:ly recorded. There 
were five accidental deaths and one 
homicide. 

The total mortality for the week was 
160, a decrease from the weekly aver- 
age maintained during the last few 
months. Births were 108 in excess of 
the deaths. That was as large a margin 
as there has been between the two to- 
tals tn several weeks,

THREE YEARS’ SERVICE 





He Once Saved a Cat and 
Always Accompanied Men 
Into Places of Danger. 





Jack, the fire dog, is doad., 
Jack was killed “in the line of 
duty” responding to an alarm. For 


the first time in his life he read the 
alarm wrong, according to the fire- 
men, made the wrong turn and was 
run over. 

The funeral of Jack will be held 
this morning from Engine Cimpany 
14, at Fifteenth and Market streets. 
He will be carried to the burial place 
on a city lot by firemen of that 
company, whose mascot he has been 
for three years. He had answered 
every fire alarm with’the company in 
that time. He was killed yesterday 
while responding to an alarm of fire 
at Twenty-third and Chestnut streets. 
He made the wrong turn as the en- 
gine turned into Twentieth street and 
was crushed under the wheels. 

Jack’s devotion to the team of 
handsome gray horses which usually 
pulls the fire engine caused his death. 
One of the grays is lame and had to 
stay in its stall yesterday. When the 
alatm sounded Jack, as usual, was 
ready for the run. He missed the gray 
horse, as the fire horses came out, 
and went to the stall to investigate. 
When the engine left the house Jack 
was in the rear instead of in front 
as was his custom. At Twentieth 
street Jack ran beside the engine, 
but kept on straight ahead as the 
horses turned the corner, throwing 
him under the wheels. 

Was St. Pairick’s Day Guest. 

The firemen, much as they loved 
their pet, could not stop to care for 
him, but finding the alarm to be a 
false one, they hastened back and 
picked him up. He was dead when 
the company arrived at the engine 
house, 

Jack wandered into the engine 
house on St. Patrick’s day, 1907, while 
the firemen were having a jellifica- 
tion and supper. The dog, a black 
and white fox terrier, became a wel- 
come guest, and had continued to be 
the company’s canine guardian since. 
At the first tap of an alarm Jack 
was on his feet, whether day or night, 
and was at the door ready to leave 
with the firemén. 

At the Waters-Pierse Oil Co. fire 
recently, at which Capt. Michael Ly- 
ons was killed, Jack was in the midst 
of his company when the explosion 
surrounded the firemen in sheets of 
fire. Jack ran through the flames 
with members of Company 14 and es- 


caped serious injury. 
Saved a Cat at Fire. 


Two years ago at a fire at Fifteenth 
and Walnut streets Jack performed 
his first heroic rescue after the man- 
nor of his fireman comrades. He ran 
up a stairway to the burning second 
story and returned with a cat in his 
mouth, carrying it to safety and laid 
it at the feet of a fireman. 

At the Graham Paper Co. fire, about 
two years ago, the firemen of Com- 
pany 14 climbed to the fourth story 
of the building structure on ladders, 
leaving Jack on the ground in the 
alley. Jack refused to desert his 
comrades and ran to the front of tha 
building, mounted the stairways aad 
made his way to the fourth floor 
through the dense smoke, and wagge 
his tail with satisfaction as he stood 
again beside his friends who held 
the lines of hose. 

Jack had a narrow escape at the 
Miller Wall Paper Co. fire at Six- 
reenth and Pine streets, last winter. 
He was with the firemen in an upper 
story when the floor gave way an‘ 
the walls threatened to collapse. Sixty 
firemen rushed to safety, and Jack 
almost fell back into the burning 
ruins when he slipped near the wall. 
He scrambled along the sinking floor 
and emerged at a door leading to a 
stairway and escaped. 

Special Attachment for Horse. 

Frank, a fire horse formerly attached 

to Company 14, but later transferred to 
No. 10, was Jack's first love. The two 
seemed inseparable companions until 
the horse was sent to another company. 
Up to the time of his death, if Jack 
started to a fire and met Frank at- 
tached to the hose wagon of No, 10, he 
followed Frank and remained with him 
‘until the horse was safely back in his 
stall. Then Jack would return to his 
home at No. l4. 
Jack had no city license, but the in- 
scription on his collar, “Attached to 
Fire Company No. 14,” was a safeguard 
against dog-catchers. This emblem of 
authority was recognized by street car 
conductors and Jack rode free on all 
cars as often as he wanted to ride.

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STIFEL QUOTED 
FROM SPEECHES 
JOHNSON WROTE 


It Is Said He Dug Up Copies 
of Literature Prepared 
for Mayor.

Politicians Recall How 
Kreismann Had to Read 
From Manuscript. 





The charge of Otto Stifel that Mayor 
Kreismann had repudiated his cam- 
paign pledges on the abolition of the 
bridge arbitrary recalled to the minds 
of St. Louis Republican politicians the 
interesting announcement of several 
months ago that Attorney C. Porter 
Johnson had written all of the Mayor’s 
campaign utterances and his early of- 
ficial documents. 

The politicians smiled when they read 
Mayor Kreismann’s vigorous denial of 
the excerpts of his speeches quoted by 
Stifel in his North St. Louis address, 
They declared that as the Mayor had 
merely read the speeches from manu- 
script it was quite likely that he had 
forgotten just what he had said, 

‘Mayor Kreismann ‘stuck mighty close 
to copy’ in his speeches,”’ said one goli- 
ticlan yesterday. “Why, I recall very 
well his opening, address at Concordia 
Hall. The Mayor, apparently inspired 
by his big audience, started to make & 
few off-hand remarks. 

“*Breathes there a man with soul so 
dead,’ he said. Then he forgot what he 
wanted to say. He made a second ef- 
fort, but did no better. Then he said: 
‘Gentlemen, with these few remarks 
I'll have to go to my manuscript.’ Then 
he dug for that Johnsonian speech in 
his inside coat pocket. I shudder to" 
think what would have happened if he 
had lost the speech.”’ 

Are No Longer Friends, 

Johnson and the Mayor have not been 
on friendly terms since the Mayor re- 
fused last spring to make a fight to 
have Johnson appointed attorney to ne- 
gotiate for East Side lands for the 
free bridge. 

However, Johnson was active in the 
making of the present Republican slate. 
He was in daily conference with Otto 
Stifel and Chairman Kiel during the 
process of forming the slate. 

The Mayor started a fight on Stifel 
on account of Stifel’s opposition to the 
Ranken tract bill introduced in the Mu- 
hicipal Assembly at the request of the 
Terminal Railroad Association. Stifel 
recalled that Kreismann was very much 
opposed to making any grants to the 
Terminal unless the arbitrary was abol- 
ished. . 

“If I just had the Mayor’s speeches,” 
Stife] said in the hearing of some head- 
quarters politicians a week ago,’’ I could 
riddle him.” 

It is said that somebody whispered 
into his ear: “See Johnson.” 

It is understood at headquarters that 
Stifel did see Johnson, and found in 
his files a big bundle of yellow papers 
MJabeled, “‘Copies of Kreismann’s cam- 
paign speeches and public documents.”’ 

Digs Up the Evidence. 

Stifel began digging into the speeches, 
and had not proceeded far when he 
ran across passages that contained al- 
most startling opposition to the Termil- 
nal Association and the bridge arbi- 
trary. 

It is understood that he designated 
certain extracts that he wished to have 
copied, and that these extracts from 
the carbon copies of the speeches ac- 
tually delivered by Kreismann at nu- 
merous places during the campaign 
were incorporated into Stifel’s speech, 
and formed one of the grounds for the 
charge that Kreismann had repudiated 
his campaign pledges on that score. 

Johnson denied last night that he had 
given Stifel copies of Kreismann’s 
speeches. He did not deny, however, 
that he had copies of every .speech 
Kreismann made during his campaign. 
Johnson is a noted speech writer, and 
the drafts of the speeches the Mayor 
used are said to have been unedited by 
Kreismann, but delivered exactly as pre- 
pared by the author. 

Mayor Has Forgotten. 

When Johnson was told that Kreis- 
mann had denied that he used the lan- 
guage attributed to him by Stifel, he 
said: 

“The Mayor doesn’t know what’ he 
said in his speeches. He made those as- 
sertions attributed to him by 8tifel all 
over town. The Mayor ought to refresli 
his memory, or réfer to the files of his 
speeches.”

expect by cutting them off from what 
little patronage was then being dis- 
tributed and making his private secre- 
tary the sole dispenser of jobs.

TIS ANKLE ON

Injury, However, Does Not 
Prevent Him From Keep- 
ing Engagements,

ELLSWORTH, Me., July 23.—President 


Taft is suffering from ae severely 
strained right ankle. Despite the. ex- 
cruciating pain which was evidenced by 
a decided limp and facial grimaces each 
time he had to climb in or out of an 
automobile or train, the President car- 
ried out a rather exacting program to- 
day. | 

It included a speech, an automobile 
ride and a luncheon in Bangor and a 
speech and reception here tonight. 

President Taft and party are guests 
of Senator Hale, at his home. To- 
morrow they will again board the May- 
flower at Derrick Ferry and spend 
Monday and Tuesday cruising in Casco 
Bay, with stops at Illsboro and Rock- 
land. 

The President hurt his ankle while 
playing folf on the links of the Kebo 
Valley Club at Bar Harbor. He was 
climbing up a steep, glassy slope lead- 
ing to one of the greens, when his foot 
turned. There was some pain at the 
time, but Mr. Taft thought nothing 
of it and continued his game. He felt 
little or no discomfort during the even- 
ing, but this morning when he awoke 
on the Mayflower there was consider- 
able swelling. 

Dr. Grayson of the Mayflower 
dressed the ankle. He decided there 
was no general sprain, but there was a 
strain of some of the tendons. He ad- 
vised the President to rest on board, 
but the engagements of the day were 
of such a character that he could not 
very well cance] them. 

Mr. Taft carried them out to the last 
detail, even to standing for half an 
hour after speaking at Hancock Hall to 


tion, 

W. E. Herrington, until recently «4 
conductor for the Hast St. Louis &

WASHINGTON, July 23.—During the five fiscal years ending June 
30, 1909, the Government spent $1,465,261.91 for the maintenance of three 
vessels, for which, so far as naval purposes are concerned, it received little 
benefit. The vessels are the Mayflower, Sylph and Dolphin. The Mayflower | 
and Sylph are known as the President’s yachts, and the Dolphin is that of 


the Secretary of the Navy. 


There is no law authorizing the use of these vessels for other than naval 
purposes, yet all of them, according to the reeords of the Navy Depart- 
ment, have been used about half the time in the five years mentioned for 
pleasure junkets, The Secretary and Assistant Secretary of the Navy re- 
fuse to give out the movements of the Mayflower and Sylph in the last 
Secretary Meyer gave the movements of the Dolphin since he 
has been Secretary, but said that as a matter of etiquette he did not feel 
that he ought to give out any inforniation regarding the vessels the Pres- 


fiscal year. 


ident used. 

Soon after Col. Roosevelt assumed 
the duties of President he ordered the 
‘Mayflower repaired and made ready 
for presidential use. A most elab- 
erate bathroom, rivaling those in 
many private yachts, was installed. 
Last year the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair spent $50,000 in a new 
gasoline launch for the President's 
use in connection with the Mayflow- 
er. 

Syiph a Family Yacht. 

For two years, according to the 
records of the Navy Department now 
available, the Sylph has performed no 
naval duty. It has been used to carry 
the President's family about the wa- 
ters of the Potomac, Long Island 
Sound and those adjacent to Boston 
Harbor. 

While there is no law which provides 
for the use of naval vessels for other 
than naval purposes, it was stated at 
the Navy Department that the Presi- 
dent as Commander-in-Cheif of the 
Army and Navy, could assume the au- 
thority of self-made law to use any vés- 
sel in the Government’s service. 

The same is true almost, it was said, 
in the case of the Secretary of the 
Navy. A commander of the navy and 
marines he asumes the authority to use 
a naval dispatch boat for private pur- 
pose, for which a vast sum of money 
from naval appropriations must go for 
maintenance. thy 

President Taft, Secretary of the Navy 
Myer and other Government officials, 
have written and spoken of economy. 
The President on two occasions has pub- 
licly stated that he meant to. have 
economy at all hazard, The Secretary of 
the Navy cut his estimates for the 
‘fiscal year ending June 380, 1911, about 
"10,000,000. Secretary of the Treasury 
VMacVeagh has discharged about one 
‘undred superannuated cterks, making a 
Siving of something like $100,000 a year.

President Taft Takes the Sylph. 


Notwithstanding the demands for 
economy by the President and his ad- 
visors, the President appropriated to 
the use of himself and his family the 
United States converted yacht Sylph at 
a cost of $34,808.77 for 1909, according to 
figures procured at the Navy Depart- 
ment. The cost for the fiscal year 1910 
will not be given out until next De- 
cember.

*STRYCHNNE FR 
HEART TROUBLE 


Witness Testifies That Pro- 
fessor Was Addicted to 
Use of Drug. 


TOOK IT. FREQUENTLY 


Once Said He. Knew He Was 
in Bad Fix, but Had to 
Continue Medicine. 


Special to the Post-Dispatoh. 
MACON, Mo., July 23.—From evidence 
taken in the shape ef depositions here 
today it appears that the defense in the 
Vaughn case will accept the chemist’'s 
report that poison was found in the dead 
educator's stemach and try te show that 
it was administered by himself in the 
form ef tablets fer the relief of heart 
troubte, This is in contrast to a view 
expresse( at the time the chemist an- 
neunced tis discovery of poison when 
Mrs. Vaughn was quoted as having said 
if any poison was found it was put there 
by parties wishing to encompass her 
downfall. 

G. M. Cadogan formerly of the Cado- 
gan and Hitc*er Manufacturing Ce., 
Quincy, TL, said that he had known 
Prof. Vaughn intimately for 20 years. 


° Addicted to Medicine, 
in describing the urst time he learned 


that Prof. Vaughn was addicted to 
“dope,” as the witness called it, he said: 

“T first met Prof. Vaughn at the Glen 
Hotel in Paris where he was stopping. 
I usually visited him in his room. I 
noticed that the table in his room was 
covered with bottles of medicine and 
formed the ~pinion he was a confirmed 
medicine taker. I use the term ‘dope’ 
as referring to all medicine.” 

Cadogan said that Vaughn stopped at 
his house in Macon one afternoon in 
August 19099 as he was journeying from 
Monroe City to Kirksville. He com- 
plained of his throat being dry Cadogan 
said, and after some water was brought 
to him he drank it with great relish and 
then, taking a bottle from his pocket, he 
removed a tablet and placed it in his 
mouth. Cadogan said that he itmmedi- 
ately inquired what he was using. 

Prof. Vaughn told him, Cadogan said, 
that he was taking tablets for heart 
trouble, headache and indigestion. He 
asked him what it was and he replied 
that it principally was strychnine. 

“T said, ‘You are going to kill your- 
self some day,’” Cadogan testified. 
“Then I told him of a man here who 
had taken so much drugs in hig 
lifetime that he had become a small 
drug store and when he was taken ill 
the medicine the doctors gave him 
would not act because he had taken 
so much.” 


Told of Heart Trouble. 
“Prof. Vaughn said he knew what 


he was doing. He said he had too 
much sense to fool with strychnine 
unless it was prescribed. I asked 
him how much he was taking. He 
said 1-20th of a grain. Then I asked 
him how often he took it. He re- 
plied that he took it whenever he 
needed it. I  int@hded to remon- 
strate with him the next time I saw 
him, but I never saw him alive again. 
During this conversation about the 
strychnine I asked Vaughn if Alma, 
his wife, knew what he was taking. 
He replied that she knew he was tak- 
ing medicine, but he had never told 
her what it was. ‘For half the time 
I don’t know myself,’ he said. 

Cadogan related this incident as 
tending to show the affection that ex- 
isted for the professor .by his wife: 

“In all my acquaintance with Prof. 
Vaughn and Mrs. Vaughn I never saw 
anything that would lead me to think 
they were otherwise than in the hap- 
piest frame of mind. Vaughn was 
very dignified, not given to showing 
affection like some people do. 

“On the other hang Mrs. Vaughn 
was of a sweet and affectionate na- 
ture and she didn’t care who knew it.

5309 was paid in, when Gardner took 
$1275 in commissions. 

It also became evident from Orear’s 
testimony that Gardner and other of- 
ficials of the company were merely 
subscribers for stock in it—that they did 
not pay for the stock, and did not come 
into actual possession of it. 

Orear was the only witness yesterday. 
He said that Walter J. Mfiler and Grant 
Gillespie, both directors in the com- 
pany, were subscribers like Gardner to 
stock, but were not actually in posses- 
sion of it. 


Question of Land Value. 
The transaction in which Gardner 


was said to have taken $1275 commission 
was on the sale of stock to John A. 
Hickman of Puxico, Mo., secured by a 
deed of trust on 210 acres of farm land. 
The loan was for $12,600. John S. Leahy, 
counsel for the _ receivers, asked if 
Orear didn’t know land about Puxico 
was worth only about $10 an acre, mak- 
ing the-total value of the security 
only $2490. He said he knew nothing 
ibout land values about Puxico.

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 23—The per- 
sistence of the rumors that the Pitts- 
burg Baseball Club had deliberately sold 
games, thrown them away and was re- 
{using to play bail because of unpaid 
bonuses alleged to have been promised 
some of the members of the team, has 
finally resulted in a thorough investi- 
gation of these charges and others of 
sensational nature. President Thomas J. 
Iynch of the National League came 
here Friday at the request of Presi- 
dent Barney Dreyfuss of the Pirate 
club and President Lynch proposes, he 
st ys, to- probe the matter to the bot- 
tom and if he finds that the charges 


are true or that any individual member 
of the team has been blockiug good 
baseball teamwork ‘vecuuse of petty 
and Individual personal grievances, he 
will deal promptly and tinally. Freai- 
dent Lynch expects to remain here 
several days. 
Stockholder at Fault. 

President Barney Dreyfuss of the Pi- 
rates says the rumors and open charges 
rrinted, originated from one of the dis- 
gruntied minority stockholders of the 
club. He also says that this stockhold- 
er, whose name is withheid for the 
present, approached him some time ago 
and through an agent proposed tle sate 
of his stock at a fabulous price. The 
proposition was refused. Later another 
agent, a prominent business man. of 
Pittsburg, acting in good faith and not 
knowing the true conditions, approached 
Dreyfuss again and offered the sale of 
this block of stock, annuuncing if the 
Sale was not made tho holder of the 
stock would commence an attack ‘on 
the Pittsburg team along the lines of 
the charges that have since been made 
rublic. 

This offer or threat was also refused. 
Dreyfuss at that time sent word to the 
minority stockholder that the stock 
would be taken over at the market 
price, but that’no tribute would be paid. 
Soon after the alleged exposure of the 
conditions which caused the unparalleled 
slump in the Pittsburg team was made. 

Charge and Counter Charge. 

The fight between Wagner, Miller and 
Flynn, when the big German was sent 
to the floor of the clubhouse, was the 
first gun. Then came the statement 
that the principal cause of the bad play- 
ing was because Wagner and others in 
the team had not received the bonus 
promised them for the world’s series 
and for winning the pennant, and that 
they were throwing the games away 
because of this. 

President Dreyfuss explained today 
that the penalty for paying bonus is a 
fine of $5000 for each offense and pro- 
nounces the story. that he has paid 
such money as a malicious lie. 

“Tl know who ‘circulated the report,” 
Dreyfuss said, ‘‘and I know why. The 





party wanted to get rid of his stock at :

Three organizations combine their 
matches to make the meeting a great 
success. They are the National Board 
for Promotion of Rifle Practice, the 
National Rifle Association of America 
and the Ohio State Rifle Association. 
The State of Ohio supplies the range 
and the Government gives a large sum 
of money for prizes in the national 
match, and a large number of gold, 
silver and bronze medals and also 
furnishes the officers and men to run 
off the National Board and National 
Rifle Assoctation matches. 

The National Guard of each state 
and territory is entirled to send a 
team whose expenses are charged up 
to the money appropriated by Con- 
gress for rifle practice in that state 
or territory and almost every state 
and territory which has a National 
Guard is represented at the matches. 
In addition there are a large num- 
ber of individual shots who attend at 
their own expense and compete for 
the rich prizes in the individual 
matches. 

Seme of the Events. 

Among the leading events of the tour- 
nament are the national team, the na- 
tional individual and the national pistol 
matches, which are the distinctly gov- 
ernmenta] matches, the first being con- 
fined to teams of 12 men and the sec- 
ond and third being open to any rifle 
or revolver shot who wishes to com- 
pete.

| feet of channel space is left by these 
obstructions. 
Recklesaness Is at Fault. 

“There also are dangerous spots 
above Valley Park. At Pettis Island, 
three-quarters of a mile up stream, 
the current is very strong and the 
water deep. At Ridge Farm, two 
miles above here, there are brush 
and dangerous holes. At Sulphur 
Springs, a half mile farther up, there 
are great rocks in the river. 

“The chief trouble comes from the 
recklessness of the boaters. They 
come out here in a holiday spirit, and 
they jump in carelessly, and some- 
times ‘upset the canoe, right at the 
landing, by the way they throw them- 
selves into it. The arrangement for 
two persoms in a canoe is to put the 
heavier one in the stern, and the 
lighter one in the middle if not pad- 
dling, or toward the bow if paddling. 
All moving about should be avoided. 
Love-making—the park bench style 
of spooning—in a canoe is suicide. 

“While getting in, one should keep 
the canoe tied and close to land. It 
should not be where one has to climb 
over other boats to get into it. 

“One should avoid putting his toes 
under the braces. If anything hap- 


pens, he will need the instant use of 
his feet. 
Party Is Caught in Rapids. 

“‘Tast Sunday the members of a 
skiff party got caught in the rapids 
near the bridge, and they had to call 
help. When they were relieved, the 
rewer’s hands were bleeding from 
his efforts. 

“Reckless or unskilled swimmers 
find the Meramec dangerous. Men 
and boys jump into the water over- 
heated, and there have been cases 
where they never came up after the 
first plunge. The same precautions 
should be taken out here, at least, 
that one would take in a safe indoor 
natatorium.” 


PLAN TO LICENSE CANOEISTS 








Conrad Lueke Jr., of 1409 Missouri 
avenue, an expert canoeist and a 
magazine contributor, in an open let- 
ter to State Senator A. EB. L. Gardner 
of Clayton, ridicules that official's 
proposal to introduce a Dill pro- 
viding for licenses for canoeists, and 
presents arguments to show that such 
@ measure not only would work no 
benefit, but probably would be uncon- 
stitutional. 

The only requirements that such a 
law could put on canoeists would be 
ability to swim and ability to handle 
a canoe, Lueke points out. He makes 
the assertion, based on long famil- 
larity with the Meramec River, that 
the victims have been expert swim- 
mers and that all of them could have 
passed with flying colors such an ex- 
amination as Gardner proposes. 

This was true, Lueke says, in the 
recent case of Miss Viola Sensen- 
brenner and Joseph Garlich. 

“Be Careful” Is Only Rale. 

“You cannot ‘law’ carefulness into 
anyone,” Lueke observes, “any more 
than you can legislate morality into 
anyone, and, boiled down, all the ad- 
viee that can be handed out to pros- 
pective canoeists ts ‘be careful.” Con- 
tinuing, he says, in pert: 

As to the constitutionality of 
such a law as you propose, I will 
say nothing, as you, of course, will 
go into that phase of the situation 
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your measure, and I also presume 
you understand that all laws per- 
tainittg to navigable streams are 
Federal laws, and that the State 
exercises no jurisdiction. This re- 
lates to all manner of craft, in- 
cluding canoes. The Meramec is a 
navigable stream, I am told, for 
a considerable distance from the 
mouth, certainly past the district 
you represent. 


So much for the law. There has 
been much foolish prattle about the 
Meramec’s being treacherous. There 
is no foundation for such talk, and 
if you wish accurate information I 
ask you to go out to the river and 
talk to men who know it. In com- 
parison to the number who visit it 
every year for recreation, some 45,000 
to 60,000, there are comparatively 
few mishaps. I wish you would look 
up the drownings in Creve Coeur 
Lake, where there are no canoes, no 
treacherous undertows, none of the 
various things credited to the Mera- 
mec River. You might also look up 
the number of fatalities at the va- 
rious East Side fishing lakes, also 
the Mississippi River, and even that 
despised little trickle of mud “called 
the River Des Peres.

A Caesar Borgia, a Gilles de Retz and a Don 
Quixote in one, he was a brilliant soldier, fearless 
in battle. reckless of his own life, chivalrous in 
his eagerness to rush to the defense of the weak 
and the oppressed, exemplary in his military con- 
duct, adored by his subordinates, esteemed by his 
superiors, and at the same time actuated through- 
out his life bya thirst for bloodshed. He slew 
for the sake of slaying, for the very joy of killing. 
He riex«ed his own lifé because he held life so 
cheap. 

To one of his women friends he said seven 
years ago: “I thirst for war. [I burn with a de- 
sire to see human bodies weltering in their gore.” 

Capt! von Goeben had been a strange being ever 
since his childhood. Delicate. puny, serofulous, 
slightly deformed, he lost his father in babyhood 
and was spoiled by his mother. At school he 
learned with astonishing ease. He spent his spare 
time in reading tales of battle, war and sudden 
death. Indian stories, tales of piracy and slaugh- 
ter fascinated him. 

As he grew to manhood love stories. had no 
charm for him. He could never understand how 
his college mates could associate with girls. 
Wemen rather repelled than attracted him. He 
had no love affairs; he had not even flirtations. 
Physicians who testified at the trial told of ab- 
normalities in his life which there is no need to 
mention here, but from what has already been 
sald alienists will recognize as typical. 

He grew to manhood full of desires to shine 
in battle. He dreamed of the glories of war, of 
the joy of slaughter. He saw himself a conquer- 
ing hero trampling over the corpses of the van- 
guished, splashed with their blood, drunk with the 
orgie of massacre. 

There was fighting to he done in the Balkans. 
He was there, shooting Turks in Macedonia as 
one shoots rabbits, his eyes shining with the sav- 
age delight of killing. Thene he made himself 
a perfect marksman. He boasted that his bullets 
always hit the spot at which he aimed. And this 
was no idle boast. 


The Boer war broke out. Von Uoeben cared not 
a straw for the Boers. Their cause meant noth- 
ing to him. But among them he could enjoy his 
favorite sport—hunting men. And British soldiers 
in scarlet coats make such a lovely target. He 
joined a volunteer company of Germans and went 
to South Africa. In many a b!oody battle he and 
his little band won glory. He told the Boers that 
his aim was infallible, and that he always fired at 
the head. The Boers learned that this was lit- 
erally true. They did not like Von Goeben; he 
was brusque and brutal, but they admired his un- 


erring aim and respected his reckless daring. He. 


rode a dapple gray horse and fired a rifie at full 
gallop with aim as accurate as when on foot. 
Wherever the bullets were raining thickest, there 
was Von Goeben, cold and careless of danger, his 
bloodshot eyes and pendant lip alone telling of the 
delirious passfon in which he was reveling, a§ 
he watched the scarlet-coated Tomimies pitch over. 
one at every shot from his rifle. He alwavs a:med 
at their heads, and he rarely missed. _ 

The Boers nicknamed him “head-shooter.” 

He did not confine himself to potting British 
Tommies. One day a lieutenant in his own com- 
pany tried to argue arainst an order he had given. 
Von Goeben calmly shot ‘him dead with his re- 
volver. And to his fellow officers in the German 
army he used to tell about that little affair with 
* heeettnl alr and a gleam in hie eye.

Capt. von Goeben, whose life was a com- 
posite of Caesar Borgia, Gilles de Retz and a 


At Diamond Hill and Spion Kop he was in the 
thick of the slaughter. His comrades looked upon 
him as a hero, for they did not know that he was 
spurred on, not by courage, not by patriotic love 
of the cause for which he was thus risking his 
life, but by an abnorma! craving for blood. 

After the Boer War and when serving at Han- 
over in the German Army, a woman complained 
to him that another officer was annoying her 
with his attentions. Von Goeben did not love the 
woman. She was merely an acquaintance, but he 
sought out the man against whom she complained 
and provoked him to a duel without witnesses. 
He boasted about this afterward and said he had 
wounded his adversary in the throat. There it 
some doubt about this latter statement, for Von 
Goeben added to his other strange qualities that 
of a braggart and a liar. But the affair resulted 
disastrously, for the wife of the offending officer 
sued him for a divorce and he in despair commit- 
ted suicide. 

This chivalrous feat seems to have exalted Von 
Goeben in his own imagination and made him 
see -himself as a sort of knight errant. Others 
would be more inclined to look upon him as a 
Don Quixote. For the woman to whose aid he 
had rushed thus madly became to him a Dulecina. 
As one chronicler of the trial says, “he would not 
let anyone else approach her.” 

One of the witnesses at the trial. a fellow 
officer and one of Goeben's most intimate friends, 
testified that Von Goeben imagined that he, the 
witness, was too attentive to the lady in question. 
The Captain went to his friend’s room, shut the 
door, drew a pistol and said, “We must fight.” 
The presiding justice asked this witness if he 
had taken this challenge seriously, 

“Yes,” he replied. “For a moment I believed 
that we were going to shoot each other's brains 
out in that room.” 

But the friend gave his word of honor that he 
had no pretensions to the favor of the lady, and 
that he had no idea of aspiring thereto. So Von 
Goeben was satisfied. Strangely enough, this lit- 
tle incident in no way spoiled the friendship be- 
tween the two officers, and at the trial the wit- 
ness spoke of his dead chum with tears in his 
eyes. 

Then Von Goeben was transferred to Allenstein. 
Here he met the wife of Maj. von Schoenebeck, 
whose escapades were already notorious. She was 
a hysterical being, craving for adventure. She 
used to make nicht excursions to Berlin and other 
large cities, where, in a certain set of the most 
decadent men and women, she reigned like a 
queen over indescribable orgies. But of this Von 
Goeben knew nothing. 

How the intimacy between the pair began is 
rather uncertain. Frau von Schoenebeck said at 
the trial that Von Goeben kissed her the first 
time he met her, and that she always had the gov- 
erness or the children present because he always 
wanted to kiss her. The physicians who exam- 
ined him reported to the court that Von Goeben 
had fallen under her fascinations: that she had 
appealed to the chivalrous, the quixotic side of 
his nature, and that he had heen attracted to her 
by his.desire to help her. He told them she had 
confided in him that she was unnappy, that her 
husband was unkind to her, and that she sought 
his sympathy. 

It is a strange fact in this connection that up 
to the time of h's coming under Frau yon Schoene- 
beck's infinence Von Goeben had believed himself 
to be incapatile of loving a woman. 

The report of the medical experts emphasized 
‘he fact that certain forms of soutnd aberration 
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are infectious. The experts were careful to say 
that they did not consider Von Goeben in- 
sane, but that his mind was abnormal. Their 
report and their oral testimony in court show 
that they believe this extraord:nary conjunction 
of two abnormal natures—the one weak and sus- 
ceptible, but swoilen with an exaggerated idea of 
its own chivairy and heroism; the other strongly 
sensual, but perverted and hysterical—psychopath- 
ic, the doctors call it—resulted inf the man’s 
weaker nature being infected with the poison of 
the woman’s strongeg, abnormality to the extent 
of becoming utterly, @lavishiy obsessed by it. 

Von Goeben had discovered at last what it was 
to love & woman. That he did not suspect the 
depths of iniquity into which she had sunk down 
seetined certain from the fact that he introduced 
Frau von Schoenebeck to his aged mother. in 
view of their relations, this showed a lack of 
delicacy on Von Goeben’s part tnat is totally at 
variance with his quixotic chivalry. 

Frau; von Schoenebeck flaunted her relations 
with the Captain in the face of her husband, the 
Major, hep'ng the latter would divorce her. Von 
Goeben told the physicians that he and she had 
built castles in Spain and planned a life of idyllic 
bliss in some far land when she should be free 
to wed him. But Maj. von Schoenebeck refused 
to see anything. It became imperative to get ria 
of him. Arsenic was talked of. Von Goeben 
bought it, but he said he felt sure Frau vou 
Schoenebeck would not administer it. 

It was on Christmas eve, 1907, that Von Goeben 
killed Von Schoenebeck. The woman had put up 
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a Christmas tree and he had played Santa Claus 
for her children. In the night he came down- 
stairs. The stairs creaked, and Maj. von Schoene- 
beck, in his lonely bed on the ground floor, heard 
a footstep. He arose and opened the door. There 
he confronted his rival’s pistol. He turned to 
seize his own, when Von Goeben fired, aiming, as 
had been the habit and the boast of his life, un- 


erringly for the head. 
This version of Von Schoenebeck’s death is the 





accepted one. Von Goeben said that he had con- 
fronted the Major in his room, and that they had 
fought another duel, without witnesses, alone in 
that chamber. However it be, Von Schoenebeck 
was killed instantly. 

Escape was impossible, if even thought of. Von 
Goeben made two confessions, and then cut his 
throat. The woman was placed on trial a few 
months ago on a charge of inciting Von Goeben 
to kill her husband. She had remarried in the 
meantime, in.the hope of rehabilitating herself. 
The trial nas been the worst raking up of filth 
that Europe has had since the “Round Table” 
scandals. It ended suddenly a few days ago when 
the woman, who had been suffering from epi- 
leptic fits, went mad and was borne from the 
courtroom to a lunatic asylum.

Previous to the opening of the Suez Canal in 
1270 all British transports and East Indianmen 
made the voyage to and from the East by way 
of the Cape of Good Hope. Many were wrecked, 
Most of these wrecks lie close to the shore, and 
all attempts to salve their contents were, until 
quite recently, attended by great and in most 
cases insuperable difficulties owing to the inef- 
‘iclency of diving and salving apparatus and the 
practical impossibility of removing the sand with 
which most vessels submerged for some years are 
covered. 

During the last few years, however, greatstrides 
have been made in perfecting diving apparatus, 
and it !s now practicable to work et a much great- 
er depth than was heretofore possible. At the 
same time the introduction of the powerful cen- 
trifugal pumps now available renders it possible 
to remove large quantities of sand in a very short 
time, 

An experienced mariner, Capt. Gardiner, is to 
superintend the operations on the wrecks. 

In his report, Capt. Gardiner says: 

“Although I have been able to-ascertain the 
whereabouts and values of 32 wrecks, exhibiting 
assets representing a sum exceeding $20,000,000. I 
should mention that I am in a position to locate 
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other wrecks; many of which offer to the -re- 
coverer prizes whose worth should figure at hun- 
dreds of thousands of pounds sterling.

A man walked into Capt. McCulloch’s office 
and asked for a job. He was told to make his 
application in another. part of the building. 

“I think that young fellow will do,” said the 
general manager, after the man had walked 
away. “He is a country boy, the mainstay of 
employers of labor in every big city. If it were 
not for the country boy we would not be able 
to get away with our work. 

“Talking about men, the conductor and the mo- 
torman are the two most important cogs in our 
machine. There are 2000 of them on the system. 
That’s an army brigade. We want the best sort 
of men in this service, and we get some pretty 
good ones, while we offer a first-class career to 
the right sort of men.” 

He ~ whom the general manager was talking 
lifted a deprecatory eyebrow. This seemed to 
sting the general manager a trifle.

We want a man to be with us 30 
or 40 years. 

“The money a man can: earn in this business 
nets him more than the earnings of the mer- 
chant with small capital, or even the man with 
a good trade. The conductor on one of our cars 
has a better job than the average clerk or sales- 
man. He can work 365 days in the year if he 
wants to, and make from $70 to $90 a month. 
He is out in the open all the timc, and he sees 
more and hears more of life than the clerk. He 
meets more important men in a day than any 
salesman, and conducts more finai.cial transac- 
tions than any cashier. 

“The motorman of a car operates a motor and 
controls the progress of a swift-moving and pow- 
erful machine. Many a man spends three of 
four thousand dollars a year to get the same 
thrill, only he calls it automobiling. The con- 
ductor and motorman lead the most exciting lives 
of any men employed in a city. 

“We want men for tnese situations between the 
ages of 25 and 35 years, because we want them 
to be with us a long time. We wart married 
men, because they have ties to steady them. ;. wat 
we want is a good servant, and in return we give 
him a good place. 

“When a man comes to us we don't tell him he 
must not drink alcohol. But we tel) him if. he 
drinks -he can't keep his job, for he has,in his 
hands the lives and safety of hundreds of men, 
women and children every day. 

“Men are not born good. Some of them achieve 
a sort of approximate goodness as they get sense 
and responsibility. You can’t govern men into 
being good. We have too damned much govern- 
ment, anyhow. 

“When a man comes to us we tell him what he 
owes the public in his position in the wav of 
civility and care for their safety, and what he 
owes us In the matter of common honesty. If he 
violates. these requirements we call him in and 
give him a chance. If he is heedless, we know 
he is not in sympathy with our scheme of run- 
ning things, and he goes elsewhere. 

“No man who has ever been discharged can 
ever come back, but no man can be discharged 
until I have first passed on his case. A perfect 
record is kept of every man, and if a man comes 
back for a job we simply look him up. 

“The public expects the company to have two 
perfect men in charge of every car. The motor- 
man must be a mechanic, he must make schedule 
time and watch everything on the street at the 
same time, for he igs responsible for the safety 
of the passengers. He must be all that a good 
man should be. The conductor must have wwé 
manners of Chesterfield, the wisdom of Solomon 
nee the information possessed by Barnev Fruen- 
thal. :

pay all men who have been at work for five years 
or more 26 cents an hour, and he works 10 hours 
if he wishes, and that is what most of the mep 
want to work, although he can often work longer 
and make more money, if he likes. The only 
large city where the men get bigger pay is Chi- 
cago. In some of the far West taqwns, like Butte, 
Mont., the pay is higher. It is 40 cents an hour 
in Butte, I believe. 

“A nickel today is worth less to the United 
Co. than it was 10 years ago. The use of the 
transfer is responsible for this. In 1900 we got 
3.48 cents out of every nickel. It was a little 
higher during the World's Fair year, but it has 
been getting less every year, until last year all 
we got out of a nickel was 3.35 cents, and it will 
continue to grow less. When prices of raw ma- 
terial go up on thé manufacturer, he boosts the 
price of his product. A nickel is the price of a 
carfare, and no matter if we do have to pay more 
for steel, lumber and machinery, the price of our 
product, which igs carfares, remains the same.”

are said sometimes, but the purpose of the meet-. 


ing is genera! betterment. It starts something 
like thie perhaps: The Captain faces one of his 
superintendents and says: “Say, Jim, yon're 
having a heap of trouble on your division. What's 
the matter?” That starts a discussion and a 
confession of experiences, and the result is Jim 
goes away with the remedy for his troubles. 

Ip between these interruptions Capt. McCulloch 
has been going right ahead with his views on 
men and morals as though nothing had happened. 

“When I get on a car to go anywhere I do 
sO a8 @ passenger. I pay my fare and get to my 
seat and attend to my own business. If I see 
anything wrong with the work of either of the 


men in charge of the car I don’t say anything. — 


The conductor is the boss of that car. He is the 


captain of the ship, and I wouldn’t do or say _ 


anything that would lower his pride or lessen 
the responsibility of his position. 

“Very properly, conductors will not let an- 
other man interfere with the way they run their 
cars. No man has the right, for instance, to in- 
terfere between a conductor and a passenger with 
whom he is in controversy. I have been hiring 
men for 40 years and have not been able to get 
conductors who would stand for that, no matter 


. what the penalty may be. 
“There are several classes of men we won't . 


take on for the positions of conductor or motor- 
man. We don’t want any steam railroad men, for 
instance. The minute a steam railroad man get: 
on a car he thinks he is playing at railroading, 
and he gets careless. We carry a million pac- 
sengers a day, aS many as some of the steam 
roads carry in a month, and there are a thon- 
sand-and-one details about our business that fie 
big track men know nothing about. Other men 
we will not have because they are known to be 
lax in their practice of the ethics of Mine ind 
Thine. 

“But we seek to govern our men as little as 
possible. We tell them what wé would like to 
have them be—honest, careful, polite, good- 
tempered, etc. We don't want quarrelsome men. 
One quarrel will upset a conductor for the rest 
of the day. 
man to be a conductor or a motorman. 

“But a conductor is as human as the reat of 
us, and can get ugly and stirred up, het if he 
follows our system, and disciplines himeelf it 
will make a mighty good man out of him. 

“The very best relations exist between the con- 
ductors and the people on some of our Hines. 
The people get to know the conductors and trust 
their children with them, going to and coming 
from school, as they would to a member of the 
family, and if I shoula attempt to get rid of some 
of these conductors there would be a protest come 
in that I wagon resist. | 

“Of course, there are quarrelsome people every- 
where, and when a passenger and a conductor of 
this type rub together there is trouble. Tho 
company does its best for both sides, but any 
man who treats the public right ané expects any 
reward except the approval of his own conscience 
is a damn fool.

In the building up of 
the Delmar White Way 
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T. LOUIS’ newest White Way 


and the last colored bulb was unscrewed, 
St. Lowis has been content to lwe without 
the glamor of the White Way—content un- 
til this year, and now all is changed. 

Almost within a season, St. Louis has 
been converted from a dull, uninteresting 
city at night to a metropolis abounding with 
White Ways—streets that glow with thou- 
sands of lights and streets that are thronged 
uith gay crowds, where before all was list- 
less. 

The reason is not far to seek. Summer 
is here, and summer ts the season of the air- 
dome, the out-of-door amusement place. The 
airdome becomes a palace of light. The pro- 
gressive merchant who sees increased trade 
in sight falls in line, and soon the cry of 
‘* Mare light’’ goes up from all over the city. 
Blazing White Ways, White Ways that ap- 
parently have come to stay, are the result. 


that section has become the leading summer out- 
door amusement center in St. Louis. Beginning 
with the Mozart Airdome, which occupies nearly 
a half block at the northeast corner of Bayard 
and Delmar, it runs west to King’s highway, tak- 
ing in the new Colonial Theater, on the north side 
of Delmar. half-way between Bayard and Euclid: 
Cicardi’s Garden, at the northwest corner of Del- 
mar and Euclid; the Langan & Taylor new six- 
story sto:age bu'iding at the southwest corner, on 
which a big coof gardepv is projected; the Delmar 
Theater and Afrdomne, “o the #outh side of Del- 
mar, at the head of Aubert street, and the Wash- 
ington Airdome aud Theater, on the north side. 


‘near King’s highway, not to mention innumerable 


indoor moving picture shows and small beer gar- 
déns. 

The combined seating capacity of these places 
is not under 10,000, yet the lure of the lights 
draws great crowds night after night and on Sat- 
urday night the four blocks of the White Way 
resemble the Pike with their vast crowds stream- 
‘ng in and out of the phantom-like palaces of 
tight 

Last year the Delmar White Way was but a 
splotch of light. Besides the Deimar Ai. dome. 
which was the first place of its kind to open tn 
that part of the city, and which was lighted by a 
hundred incandescents and a flaming are I'ght or 
two, the street was comparatively dark. 

The season had no sooner ended than prepara- 
tions were begun to make Delmar a real White 
Way. To handle the big crowds that were ex- 
pected the next season, the Delmar Airdome was 
practically rebuilt and enlarged, and a fine little 
$15,000 theater set Gown right next to it. But 
meanwhile the Washington Airdome was built 
across the street; the Mozart went in three biocks 
east, the Maple three’ blocks south on King’s high- 
way reaied a stage before a thousand seats: the 
Colonial, a $50,000 theate:, was constructed. and 
one night, about the third week in May, when 
Mr. West Ender began to find it pleasant to leave 
the living room to s't out on the front porch, 
the Delmar White Way suddenly loomed. It 
loomed big and bright enough to attract the 
West Ender, and soon he was reveling in the 





light for an ordinary home, one may get an idea 
of the great amount of light given off by 5900 
bulbs; also as to what it costs. The incandescents 
used on the Delmar White Way would furnish 
light to 333 St. Louis homes. 

Delmar, however, is only one of the many new 
St. Louis White Ways. Merchants and airdome 
men have combined in several instances toward 
the making of White Ways, and the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. has done the rest. 

Scattered among the White Ways of St. Louis, 
and constituting often the tentral figure in the 
lighting plan, are 61 airdomes, or outdoor thea- 
ters. It is estimated tnat on a Saturday night 
these arrusement place. are visited by no 
than 100,000 people, or one-seventh of St, Louis’ 
population. This means that 100,000 dimes, or 
$10,000, are spent in summer theaters im one 
night, but the amount may easily exceed this, for 
the reason that many persons take in two shows 
a night, visiting first one airdome then another. 
The airdomes run two shows, the program being 
the same for each performance. The first show 
runs from 8 to 9:20 ana the second from 9:39 to 11. 

The day attendance is much less than tne Sat- 
urday night turnout, but ‘t is estimated by 
amusement men at being never less than 60,000, 
which means that over $5000 is spent by St. Louls 
for amusement at the open-air places each night. 

A conspicuous new White Way !s at Easton 
and Hamilton, where the finest airdome in the 
country, the Hamilton, has been built at a cost 
of $15,000. The Hamilton is illuminated by 500 
incandescent globes and several flaming are 
lamps. With the Hamilton as the central figure, 
there are seven airdomes in the immed'ate vicin- 
ity, which go to make up a pretentious White 
Way. One is at Hodiamont and Earton; another 
at Page and Hodiamont; another, the Bell, on 
Easton avenue in Wellston; the Alhambra, a! 
Minerva and Hodiamont; the Colonnade and the 
American, on opposite corners at Union and 
Easton. a 

More than 3000 incandescent lights are used by 
this community of airdomes, aud the additional 
lights which have been addea bz the merchants 
to draw trade their way have made a small White 
Way extending almost all the way from Hamil- 
ton, on Easton, to the city limits at Wellston. 

In a number of instances the lighting companr, 
working ‘n conjunction with the merchants, has 
created White Ways by the installation of the 
magnetite electric lamp, which is described as 
more powerful than the flaming arc, but giving 
a steadier, stronger light. One of these White 
Ways is at Grand and Olive, extending two blocks 
west on Olive. Another is on South Broadway, 
from Chouteau to Carroll: Salsbury, from Elev- 
enth to Fourteenth: Easton, from Grand to Fran- 
cis; Vandeventer, from Belle to Finney; Market, 
from Eighteenth to Nineteenth; at Cardinal and 
Easton and Serah and Easton. It fs also pro- . 
posed to Install the new lights from.3800 Olive to” 
Boyle; at Grand and Arsenal; at Meramec and 
Virginia avenues: at Jefferson and Olive and on 
Jefferson, from Ol!ve to Washington; Olive, from 
Twenty-third to Beaumont, and on Franklin, from 
Jefferson to Leffingwell. Airdomes and amuse- 
ment houses are the center of a number of 
new White Ways. oe

HE heroine of this strange love 
story is now Mrs. Edward 
Charles Parker. Many people 
in New York’s literary and 
artistic circles have known 
her well as Mrs. George Ho- 
mans. That marriage seems 
to have been unfortunate 
from the start, and the one 
tie between husband, and wife 
was a little daughter, Sarah, 
who promised to develop into a girl of rare 
charm and talent. At 11 she was earning money 
with her pen and she has written poetry that is 
deemed worth while by critics. 

But in time even this tie failed to bind. The 
inevitable “other woman” appeared on the scene, 
end the wife and mother passed through that 
deep valley of humiliation which is so often re- 
vealed in divorce courts. 

Mr. Homans, who was a theatrical manager, 
maving a good living, continued to support his 
wife and daughter, but made his home with the 
other woman.

When my husband, dying of consumption, sent a 
summons to me I could hardly interpret it as 
leading me a step nearer to that happiness. But 
it did, and in a strange way. 

“I answered his summons. I found him in a 
pitiable condition, his health shattered, his life 
hanging on a thread, his earning capacity gone 
and, during his months of illness, his savings 
used up. In common charity there was nothing 
for me to do but to look after his welfare gn the 
few weeks he had to live. 

“I took him to my home, nursed him, saw that 
he had the best medical service and did every 
thing in my power for him. There were even

My marriage to 
Dr. Parker was hastened by his belief, which I 
shared, that tradition and convention amount to 
little when the heart dictates that one should g0 
against their tenets, and when he insisted on an 
immediate marriage I yielded. Besides, his va- 
cation was about to begin, and he wished to 
spend it, as he had arranged, in the British Isles. 
So we were married on June 25 by the Rev. 
George Clarke Houghton, in the Little Church 
Around the Corner, with my dearest friend. Mrs. 
Mabel Barnes, as matron of honor, and only a 
few intimate associates in attendance. We sail 
soon for England, and to me now Iife is one 
glow of bright sunshine! 

“Some of my friends and, I'm afraid, many who 
do not Know me, will not see my actions in the 
same light that I do.

“My meeting with Dr. Parker was, of course, 


unconventional. My wooing by him was equally 
unconventional. Everything has 2«en unconven- 
tional, perhaps. Why, then, I have been asked,

_ tain a divorce and marry 


my present husband 
when I might have done so, months and months 
ago? I reply, because it did not seem right. I 
am governed in everything by that sense of right, 
and it never fails to make me happy in the long 
run, 

“Tt believe that there is great hrppiness in store 
for me and my husband. I believe so firmly in 
his future. He will never be very rich, perhaps, 
because he is above all things a student, but I 
shall have reason to be proud of his work. He 
has done some admirable literary work and is 
now writing a serious volume which will chal- 
lenge attention. And, after all, faith and love 
will bring the happiness which money has never 
been known to purchase.” 

Mrs. Homans-Parker has written a number of 
essays and peems which have been read before 
New York women’s clubs and it is said she is 
working on a novel which is to be published 
goon.

ELECTRIC GUN 


oe 


Is NOW _ BEING 


PERFECTED FOR WARSHIPS AND COAST DEFENSE 


LECTRICITY is playing a part of ever-in- 

creasing importance in modern war fleets. 

It is the moving spirit of the fire-control 

system which has done so much in recent years 

to improve the shooting of the British navy; 

guns are maneuvered by its agency and wireless 
telegraphy depends upon ‘it. 

It is now more than likely that we are withia 
measurable distance of the electric gun. As & 
matter of fact, an experimental weapon on a small 
scale has come through a series of trials very suc- 
cessfully. ' 

If, on @ scale demanded by existing conditions 
of naval warfare, the gun should prove as effec- 
tive as its inventor claims, there is no doubt that 
it has a marvelous future. The gun itself is of 
the simplest construction. It consists of a plain 
brass tube open at each end. Over the tube a 
number of coils of copper wire are placed, the 
wire being wound on bobbins and the coils slipped 
on separately with the end of each coil projecting 
from the end of the bobbin. 

One set of ends of these coils, of similar polar- 
ity, are fastened together and led to a switch- 
board, where they are attached to a metallic 
brush.

Then again, it is well known that the ordinary 
wire-wound gun used in the British service cin 
stand only a limited number of rounds—seventy 
or eighty with full charges—after which, owing 
to the wear caused by friction, the weapon has to 
be relined. With the eléctric gun, on the other 
hand, it has been proved that the effect of the 
coils is to keep the projectile quite central in 
the tube, leaving a slight clearance all around 
and avoiding wear altogether. 

With regard to other important matters, it has 
been calculated that for a given caliber and 
weight of shot (the actual figures taken being re- 
spectively 17 centimeters and 80 kilograms—the 
details for the German 6.7-inch gun, firing a shell 
of 182 pounds) the electric gun will be nearly 50 
per cent shorter, will weigh less by nearly 20 per 
cent, and will discharge its projectile with a ve- 
locity of almost as high again as with the ordinary 
gun—-1360 meters a second, as compared with 985 
meters.

As illustrating the way of London and Lon- 
doners, a friend of mine took over a chauffeur 
with him this summer becausé he was a good 
one, The trip up from Plymouth to London was 
comparatively uneventful, but served “to teach 
the American chauffeur what his @mployer had 
forgotten to tell him--that the Bnglish rule of 
the road makes keeping to the left cOmpulsory. 
After getting into- London the chauffeur found the 
difficulties of conforming to the rule, and on 
his first trip downtown the only reason that he 
didn’t have half a dosen collisions was that the 
London drivers and chauffeurs, recognizing his 
ignorance of the laws, instead of swearing at 
him either got out of his way or tr'ed to heip 
him. As a consequence, inside of a week he was 
going along as @asily as though he had been 
accustomed to this left-hand driving all his Iiife. 
Imagine a New York chauffeur, meet'ng ah fn- 
glish chauffeur on a New York crowded atreet 
and taking the trouble to teach him the right 
way to go! 

But that is the way they do in London. At 
breakfast, for instance, it’s my custom, in the 
American way, to have my fruit firat. I ofdered 
it that way in London and d‘d not get it. The 
waiter brought it after my breakfast was finishea, 





and I had forgotten about it. Next morning | 
told him to bring the fruit first, and he again 
forgot it. The third morning I insisted on get- 
ting the fruit before I had my breakfast, and 
finally I made him understand that I meant what 

said, so he brought it, and we remained on 
very good terms, though I thought him a very 
stupid person. It was explained to me, however, 
that the waiter was only trying to get me into 
the London way, which calls for fruit or mar- 
malade as the last part of the breakfast, and, 
failing, had at last succumbed to my desire to 
have it the American way. He had made no com- 
plaint, offered no explanations. But I suppose he 
pitied me for my ignorance. 


For that is the sentiment a foreigner inspires 
in the London breast—plain pity, that's it. Some- 
how it isn’t disagreeable. 

At first you can’t understand what there is 
about the town to make anyone so terribly proud 
of it. It’s dingy, awfully dingy, its buildings 
blackened by the smoke of hundreds of years, 
The heavy atmosphere keeps the smoke down, 
too, so that you walk threugh something of a 
haze a good deal of the time; and the usual aroma 
fs & mixture of bituminous soot and gasoline from 
the multitude of taxicabs and automobiles. At 
first all this is somewhat oppressive, but soon you 
find yourself enjoying it. It seems to tone things 
down, and to have something to do with the great 
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veuce that abpears to spread over the city and 
{ta people. 

[ had read somewhere, for instance, of the 
“roar of London,” and how, on approaching the 
city, you could hear that nevér-ceasing rumble of 
the traffic. I failed to detect it, because, no 
doubt, I was so accustomed to the roar of New 
York, which is, to say the least, noticeable. 

But London’s traffic is there, all the same, and 
thick. I have never known~ what heavy traffic 
was. New Yor at, say, the corner of Canal street 
and Broadway, on a busy day, is crowded. 
Fifth avenue in the afternoon of a pleasant day 
is crowded, But London is so much more crowd- 
ed that you can hardly imagine the sensation it 
makes on you when you look out over the ocean 
of vehicles from the top of a ‘bus. And it moves 
on, on, steadily, smoothly, with no cracking of 
whips or tooting of motor horns, or swearing, or 
angrinees. And the taxis, rushing into the thick 
of if, turn a little and get by, while the "buses 
make room for each other; the baker’s boy com- 
ing along on his little tricycle is given passage 
room by the driver of a truck, and even the 
street sweepers Beem to be looked out for by the 
chouffeure, 

The bells on the ‘buses, which are rung to stop 
them and start them, are small things, which 
barely tinkle, and the conductor and driver al- 
wavs seem to hear them, and there's no mixup. 

When a “bobby” wants to stop the traffic he 
holds up his hand, quictly, and everything stops. 
[t's done instantaneous!v, silently, with no yell- 
ing. The bobby does not have to push a recal- 
citrant driver back over the cross'nr and threaten 
to arrest him. Nobody seems to want to beat 
anybedy else. 

This, of course, is all because the people know 
that there are laws to make them do as they 
should. Partly, yes. On the other hand, we have 
laws here, and there are laws in Paris and every- 
where, covering these matters, but in London a 
citizen does not seem to want to brea! the laws. 

Now, with this spirit ruling the millions of in- 
habitants, you would think that Lundon would 
be a progressive city. It isn’t. It is as much be- 
hind New York {in some ways as one can imagine. 
In the matter of what we demand as personal 
necessities for comfort, London is antediluvian. 
Bathing faoilities, except in the vers expensive 
and most up-to-date hotels, are meager if present 
at all. The telephone service is laughably bad— 
so bad, in fact, that the average Londoner does 
without a phone if he can, and uses either the 
telegraph or a messenger or the mail, either of 
which is prompt, sure and infinitely cheaper than 
in New York.

To cook lima beans soak them over night tn 
cold water; drain them, add fresh water and 
cook them for two hours, when the liquor 
should be well cooked dowh. Add salt dur 
ing the last hour. Season with salt, butter 
and pepper, or serve {in a tomato sauce. To 
make a tomato sauce take one pint of canned 
tomatoes, onehalf pint stock, three table 
apoons of butter. an equal quantity of flour, 
one slice of onion, a teaspoonful of salt and 
half a teaspoonful of pepper. Cook the butter 
and onion together untt! the onion becomes 
Remove from the fire, add the flour 
and rub until smooth. Add the stock, stirring 
all] the time. When smooth, add the tomats., 
galt and pepper and cook until tomato and 
onion are very tender. Strain and serve. 


There are several ways in which navy beans 
may be cooked, but the preliminary steps ars 
usually the same. They should first be gone 
over and all foreign substances removed. Then 
wash them well and let them soa’ over night 
in cold water. Use about two quarts of water 
for a pint of beans. Ih the morning pour off 
his water and rinse the beans. Put them in 
a pat) with about two quarts of cold water. 
Heat slowly to boiling point and let them 
simmer about 15 minutes. Then drain and 
rinse the beans again. They are then ready 
to cook as plain boiled beans or as Boston 
baked beans. For plain boiled beans put them 
back into the saucepan, with a piece of salt 
pork, about a quarter of a pound, and water 
to cover. First cut the salt pork tn strips 
cutting down to the rind, but do not remove 
the rind. A piece of dried red pepper pod is 
Hked by many as seasoning. Cook four hours.

ig famous are a dark reddish color. They are 
not difficu to prepare if one has the means 
to give them the long, slow cooking they re 
quire. 

After washing, soaking, draining and par 
boiling @ quart of beans in the manner de 
scribed above, the rind of a piece of salt pork 
weighing about half a pound is scalded, 
scraped and @ quarter-inch slice is cut off. 
Put this slice on the bottom of the pot. Cut 
through thé rind of the remaining piece, 
making the cuts one-half an inch apart and 
one inch deep. Now put the beans into a pot 
and lay in the pork, rindside up, and the fat 
portion buried {n the beans. Prepare a mix- 
ture of one tablespoonful of molaeses. three 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, one of salt. a tea- 

ful of mustard, one-fourth of a tea- 
spoonful of soda and one pint of boiling water. 
This liquid should be poureq over the beans 
and should just come to the top.

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HOW TO MAKE 
GOOD PASTE FOR 
WALLPAPER 





HE preparation of paste for paperhang- 
ing is not difficult, although, because 
| of carelessness, much trouble is often 
involved. Good paste, says a writer io 
Wallpaper Decoration, can be made only from 
good flour. Wheat flour is the best. Take about 
four pounds of good white wheat flour. and 
stir it into a stiff batter; then beat it free 
from lumps and thin down more or less, as 
may be required, with cold water. If the 
paste is not to be used for gilt papers (also 
called “metal” or “gold” papers), add 2 ounces 
of powdered alum (the alum must not be used 
with gilts, as it turns the gilt dark); also 
add. if wished, a little borax, copperas, or car- 
bolic acid to prevent insects from eating 
through the paper. Having stirred the bat- 
ter well, pour in water that is boiling (nearly 
hofling will not do). Give a few turns with 
the paddle, and then pour in the bofling water 
fast and stir rapidly until the paste begins 
to swell and thicken, and to lose the white- 
ness of the flour. It is then cooked. Then, if 
necessary, thin with more water to make it 
spread eaaily. This paste may be used warm, 
but it will go farther if let standing until 
cold, by which time it will have become 
whiter. 

This paste answers for general purposes, 
hut there are a number of other good recipes. 
Llere are two for heavy papers, but the pa- 
nerhonger should remember that rye flour is 
not good for painted walls: 


for Heavy Papers. 
{X rye flour with water to the consist- 
ency of cream, taking care to crush out 
every lump; strain the mixture through mus- 
lin or a fine sieve. if necessary. Put it in @ 
euitable veesel. set it on the fire to boll, 
and stir constantly unui it thickens and 
vellowish: then take it from the fire 
edd cold water until the mass is 
the consistency of cream; allow it to 
pe: feetly cold before using. 
Another paste for the same purpose 
by mixing 100 parts of flour paste 
parts of alum water and 6 parts of solu 
of dextrine. The object of adding the solu- 
tion of dextrine is to give more adhesive pow- 
er to the paste; that of the alum water to 
prevent the paste from spoiling and the wall- 
paper from becoming moidy, im case 
wall is not entirely dry. 
For Poroua or Spongy Walls. 
T° MAKE paper stick to porous or spongy 
walls, says the Painter's Magazine, ap- 
ply a glue s'ze after first rubbing off with 
coarse sandpaper any roughness or sand that 
may show. On this size apply lining-paper, 
which may be had at any wallpaper store, 
or ordinary thin wrapping paper; even news- 
paper will serve the purpose, a good
